Baruch Hirsch Goldschmied’s cousins 


Here are families that were cousins of Baruch Hirsch Goldschmied. This research contains a close connection consisting of 3 
brothers and a sister (the sister married a man whose sister married one of her brothers). 

There was some ‘good luck’ in that I found two young men who were saved, working in (the Righteous) Oskar Schindler’s factory in 
Krakow. 

There is also, in this document, explicit horror (of course, all of the Holocaust was hell on Earth, but most remained hidden from ‘the 
rest of the world’) This document features three sets of photographs, of three members of the close family aforementioned, 
obtained from Auschwitz files, where the fate of all of these - innocent - men was most dreadful. 

I begin with the Goldschmieds (Baruch Hirsch’s father’s side of the family, from Klasno, Wieliczka and Krakow. They mostly 
originated from Klasno (which merged into the nearby town of Wieliczka), where Baruch Hirsch Goldschmied) was born. In 
Holocaust records, Wieliczka is usually linked to Krakow, latterly part of the greater Krakow area. Krakow itself, seemed a natural 
place to move to, where before the war, Jews seemed able to flourish. 

The Schmerlowitz families (from Krakow) were relatives of from his (first) wife’s side. These have all been verified as first cousins, 
via the early family tree produced by Professor Dan Hirschberg. He has not compiled a Goldschmied family tree, but has added 
some of the Goldschmied family where they occur on the Schmerlowitz one. (However, he has provided some assistance with my 
own work). 

Leiser, Symche, Saul Rafael, and Fietsche were (Goldschmied) siblings, born in Wieliczka; I found (sadly, Holocaust) records of 
many of them and their families. The following is a marriage (‘m’) record of brother, Saul (Rafael); who married Chana (Hannah)- 
Rachel Buksbaum (or Birskbaum). Note Saul’s parents’ information. Aron Goldschmied, who was from Wieliczka (Klasno to be 
exact). Aron is a strong Goldschmied family name, including Baruch’s children and grandchildren (Baruch Hirsch’s grandfather was 
also Aron Isaac). Interestingly 



The name ‘Honig’ crops up a couple of times on familyl 941 Census records (possibly as witness to the signing and validity of the 
Jewish Census, in Krakow). 

Baruch Hirsch’s first wife, Rachela Temerle’s Maiden name was a Schmerlowitz (after her mother’s surname), and her father’s 
surname was Ozerowitz. Often you get families marrying into the same ‘other’ families, through familiarity, and/or social 
opportunity. 
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Blume OZEROWICZ (born 7 th February 1859, Krakow), married Aron Goldschmied (born in August 1866, in Klasno. Aron was the 
son of Abraham Meyer, who was a son of Symche and Necha. Note that Blume’s parents were also Szmerlowitz (same family tree 
as Rachela Temerle).

The occupations of the families include: watchmakers, goldsmiths, a family of artistic sign-writers (likely working in metal; Baruch 
Hirsch was a tin-smith, and there was a huge firm of plumbers. The women often appear to be seamstresses, utilising the 
‘Goldschmied/goldsmith’ talent for good hand-eye coordination, patience and attention to detail. There were also teachers and at 
least one pharmacist, a couple of medical doctors, cosmetic and perfume scientists, merchants, businessmen, one carpenter, at 
least one printer. 

Before I begin, let me contextualise the Holocaust material used here (largely from the Yad Vashem and United States Holocaust 
Memorial Museum databases). Most of the forms and photographs are from the1940 enforced census. 

‘...Before the German-Soviet invasion of 1939, Krakow (Cracow) was an influential centre for the 60,000-80,000 Polish Jews who 
had lived there since the 13th century. 


Persecution of the Jewish population of Krakow began immediately after the German troops entered the city on 6 September 1939 
in the course of the German aggression of Poland. Jews were ordered to report for forced labour beginning in September 1939. 


















































In November, all Jews twelve years or older were required to wear identifying armbands. Throughout Krakow, synagogues were 
closed and all their relics and valuables confiscated [stolen] by the Nazi authorities. 

Krakow was made the capital of the General Government (the part of occupied Poland not directly incorporated into Germany), and 
by May 1940...under Nazi orders, all Jews were to be cleared out of Krakow. 

Massive deportations of Jews from the city ensued. Of the more than 68,000 Jews in Krakow at the time of the German invasion, 
only 15,000 workers and their families were permitted to remain. (They had to wait in queues for hours, completing ID forms and 
permit requests, they went back and forth, with more paperwork - the Germans making it as troublesome as possible). 

All other Jews were ordered out of the city, to be resettled into surrounding rural areas of the General Government...’ 
( https://en.wikipedia.org/wiki/Krak%C3%B3w Ghetto) From May 1942, Jews were sent to (forced labour) concentration camps, such as 
Krakow Plaszow or Auschwitz Birkenau. In March 1943 the ghetto was ‘liquidated’, about 2,000 were killed in the streets, others 
deported to concentration camps and murdered there. 

Plaszow 


The camp of Plaszow was originally designed to be a work camp. However, like many other Nazi camps, shortages of food 
existed, prisoners starved or were worked to death, or summarily shot for no reason. The camp had been opened in December 
1942. More than 150,000 civilians were held prisoner in Plaszow. 

One use of slave labour was to obliterate all trace of earlier mass murders. At Himmler's instigation, a series of special units, known 
collectively as Unit 10051, were forced to dig up the putrefied corpses of those slain, to burn them, and scatter the ashes. This work 
took nearly two years and involved exhuming more than two million corpses. At Plaszow, in January 1945 a Unit 10051 was forced 
to exhume 9,000 bodies from 11 mass graves. 


Other units, working at different times at the murder sites, were themselves murdered once their work was done. The SS wanted no 
trace to survive either of their crimes, or of the slave labourers who were being forced to hide them. 



The conditions of life in this camp were made dreadful by the SS commander of the camp Amon Goeth. A prisoner in Plaszow was 
very lucky if he could survive in this camp more than four weeks. After the liberation, commander Amon Goeth had been turned 
over to the Polish officials, tried, sentenced to death and hanged. The camp shown in Spielberg's film "Schindler's List" is the exact 
description of Plaszow [see Oskar Schindler], Life for the inmates was usually short and miserable. 

As the Russian forces advanced further and further westward, the Germans began the systematic evacuation of the slave labour 
camps in their path. From the camp at Plaszlow, many hundreds were sent to Auschwitz, others westward to Mauthausen and 
Flossenburg on January 18th, 1945, the camp was evacuated by death marches, during which thousands of prisoners died from 
starvation, disease or were shot if they were too weak to walk. The last prisoners were transferred to Germany on January 16, 
1945.'

I begin with the four siblings and their families. 


Lobl (Loebl) and Fietsche Goldschmied and family 
Lobl Klingenholz 

Lobl was born on 27 th June 1895 in Krakow. (He was the son of Elias and Kreindlal, and the brother of Regina) 
He was an ‘expert / master perfumer’ (he created perfume compositions), and was also a businessman. 



Lobl was arrested, and deported to Auschwitz along with brothers-in-laws: Leiser and Simche Goldschmied. 
Their heads was shaved and police photographs taken in Auschwitz.

The Auschwitz mug shots, according to Helen Tichauer, a survivor who worked in the Auschwitz Bauleitung, were taken only of 
inmates (Jews as well as non-Jews) who arrived in Auschwitz through the penal system. The photographed Jews had at some 
point been 'arrested' and were regarded in the first instance as criminals, though they may have been arrested for as marginal an 
offence as violating curfew, posing as Aryans or appearing on a membership list of a Bundist or Zionist organization. All of the 









mugshots pre-date the mass deportations in the Autumn of 1942 and therefore have no bearing on Jews who were or were not 
selected for forced labour rather than the gas chambers. Ironically, none of the people photographed would have been sent to the 
gas chambers. They were called 'Karteimassig' (card indexed). Those who arrived as 'prisoners' were 'sentenced' and could not be 
discharged, but neither could they be gassed. Often, however, they were shot, or hanged, or beaten to death, sometimes only days 
or weeks after arriving at Auschwitz. The photography was done under SS auspices in a police-like environment through the 
Erkennungsdient (identification department). 

Of a total of 38,000 mug shots that were taken at Auschwitz, less than 10% were of Jewish prisoners. The vast majority were of 
Polish, Germans and Czech prisoners. (United States Holocaust Museum information and collection of photographs) 

Lobl was murdered on 19 th February 1942. 


Feitsche (nee Goldschmied) d. Holocaust? 

Feitsche was born on 22 nd November 1895 in Wieliczka (likely Klasno at that time). 

(She was tthe daughter of Aron and Bluma; the sister of Leiser, Symche and Saul Goldschmied). 
Fietsche was a school-teacher. 

She married Lobl Klingenholz, and moved to his home city of Krakow in 1921. 

They had at least two children; a daughter, Judyta (Judith) aged 19 or 20 and a son, Aron (survived). 
Felicja Sara was the name recorded on her husband’s death record at Auschwitz. 


‘...August 17, 1938: The Executive Order on the Law on the Alteration of Family and Personal Names requires German 
Jews bearing first names of “non-Jewish” origin to adopt an additional name: “Israel” for men and “Sara” for women. 


The government required Jews to identify themselves in ways that would permanently separate them from the rest of the 
German population. In the new August 1938 law, authorities decreed that by January 1, 1939, Jewish men and women 
bearing first names of “non-Jewish” origin had to add “Israel” and “Sara,” respectively, to their given names. All German 
Jews were obliged to carry identity cards that indicated their heritage, and, in the autumn of 1938, all Jewish passports were 
stamped with an identifying red letter “J”. As Nazi leaders quickened their war preparations, anti-Semitic legislation in 
Germany and Austria paved the way for more radical persecution of Jews...’ ( https://www.ushmm.org/learn/timeline-of-

Judyta Klinqenholz 

Judyta’s was bom on 3 rd April 1921 in Krakow. 

She was aged approximately 19 at the time of the Census. She was single. 
Judyta worked as a Cosmetic Laboratory Assistant. 

(There is no photograph of Judyta.)

Aron Klinqenholz 

Aron was born on 18 th June 1922, in Krakow. He was 20 at the time of the shoah (‘Holocaust’). 
Aron survived, being saved by Oskar Schindler, working in his enamelware factory in Krakow.

Schindler’s List(s) 


‘...In 2000, the original list of Jewish employees drawn up by Oskar Schindler to save them from the Nazis was discovered in a 
suitcase full of papers left to a German couple. The couple, relatives of close friends of Schindler, found the list of 1,200 workers 
among other papers which deal mainly with Schindler's life after World War II. The documents included a speech Schindler gave on 
May 8, 1945, in which he urged the Jews who worked for him not to pursue revenge. 

The list is on letterhead for Schindler's enamelware factory in Krakow. Schindler wrote the names and jobs of 1,200 Jews at the 
Plaszow concentration camp and gave the list to the Nazi SS. No one at Yad Vashem, Israel's Holocaust memorial museum, had 
ever seen the original list. 

A second list, the one that appears in the 1993 film "Schindler's List," was created a month before the war ended. Schindler made 
up that list with fictitious jobs for each worker to convince the SS that they were vital to the war effort.’

The two cousins appear on the second list. They were both given fictitious work as working in a ‘locksmith shop’ (they may / or may 
not have previously been working as plumbers, in the - large - family firm in Krakow). 


Below is an extract from Schindler’s List (List 2), showing Aron Goldschmied and Aron Klingenholz together, AG is in ‘line 53’ (list) 
and AK, line 54.

Leiserand Regina Goldschmied and family 
Leiser Goldschmied 


Leiser was born on 30 th October 1893 in Klasno. (He was the son of Aron and Bluma (nee Ozerowitz) Goldschmied , and the 
brother of Symche, Saul and Feitsche). 

Leiser moved to Krakow in 1921. He was an industrialist, (although another record shows he was a merchant). 

Leiser married Regina (nee Klingenholz) from Krakow. They were married on 11 th June 1922 (Regina was expecting her first child 
the following month, so I think the date is just the official marriage registration, not actual Jewish wedding). They had married in 
Leiser’s home town of Wieliczka. 

They had three children; Hela, Freida and Aron. 


Leiser was sent to Auschwitz (between end of 1941-early 1942), and met a violent death (there is a note on the Holocaust 
database: USHMM, which said that about 1000 people who had specific photographs taken, were ‘criminals’ convicted of very 
minor offences such as queue jumping or breaking the curfew. All 1000 met violent deaths, either beaten to death, hung or shot; 
likely a mixture of these things.

Leiser was murdered on 5 th February 1942 (although another record shows 2 nd May 1942). 








Regina Goldschmied (nee Klinqenholz), wife of Leiser 


Regina was bom on 29 th April 1897 in Krakow. Her actual birth name was Bluma Regina but she used her second name. 

She was the daughter of Elias and Kreindlal Klingenholz, and the sister of Loebl Klingenholz (who married Fiesche Goldschmied). 
The following photograph and handwriting, were taken from the Jewish Census form of 1940. 


I found no further records of Regina or their three children (other than these Census forms, just prior to, or during the enforced 
deportations to the - newly created - ghetto).

Hela Goldschmied 


Hela was bom on 11 th July 1922, Podgorze (Krakow) and was single at the time of the Census. At the time, Hela worked with 
laundry, and was a seamstress

Freida was born on 10 th May 1924, Podgorze. She was single, and a student, aged 16.

Aron was born on 30 th January 1928, in Podgorze. He was a school pupil aged 12.

Symche and Gusta Goldschmied and family 
Symcha (or Symche) Goldschmied 

Symcha was born on 29 th June 1896 in Wieliczka. (He also went by the names: Simon /Zymon and/or Shimon). 

(Symcha’s parents were Aron and Bluma. Symche was the brother of Leiser, Saul and Feitsche). 

Symche was a businessman. 

He married Gusta Lowy Levi and had a family; they lived in Podgorze (Krakow). 

Gusta (nee Lowy Levi) 

Gusta was born on 17 th December 1893, in Saybusch (a town in south central Poland). Her father’s name was Menakhem Mendel, 
her mother was Sheindl. Her maiden name was Lowy Levi. 

Gusta was murdered in Belzec extermination camp in 1943.

Aron Goldschmied 

Aron was born in Wieliczka on 2 nd February 1923. He survived the Holocaust (working in Oskar Schindler’s factory, Krakow). After 
the war/Holocaust, he married a Polish Christian lady; Cesia Godlewski and remained in Poland, but changed his surname to 
Godlewski. Aron died in 1989. 




Aron survived the Holocaust, working at Oskar Schindler’s enamelware factory in Krakow. 

Here is an extract from Schindler’s List (List 2), showing Aron Goldschmied and Aron Klingenholz together, AG is in ‘line 53’ (list) 
and AK, line 54. They were both given the fictitious occupation as Schlosserges, (working in a) locksmith’s shop.

Stella Goldschmied 


Stella was born in 1930, in Zywiec (German: Saybusch), in south-central Poland. 

Stella was sent to the notorious Stutthof concentration camp and murdered in 1944. She was aged 13-14 (and was sent alone: her 
father was sent to Auschwitz, her mother to Belzec extermination camp). The utter cruelty of the Nazi regime had no bounds. 

Saul and Chana-Rachel Goldschmied 
Saul Rafael Goldschmied 

Saul was the brother of Symche, Leiser; and Feitsche and the son of Aron and Bluma, born in Wieliczka 
He was a merchant. Sadly there are no other records about Saul Rafel (Rafael). 

Chana Rachel (nee Buksbaum) Goldschmied 

Chana Rachel was born on 5 th October 1901, in Wieliczka. 

She moved to Krakow in 1929. 

Saul and Chana Rachel had at least two children: Aron and Shoshana. 

There are no further records. It is assumed they all perished during the Holocaust.

Aron Goldschmied 

Aron was born on 13 th May 1930, in Krakow. 

He was a 10 year old child (‘pupil’: is written next to: ‘occupation’).! 

Szoszana Goldschmied 

Shoshana (Szoszana: Polish spelling) was born on 7 th July 1933, in Krakow. 
She was a 7 year old child in 1940. 


Other cousins (and other relatives) of Baruch Hirsch: 

Sara Goldschmied (nee Honig) 

Sara was born in 1905 in Wieliczka (her mother was Hannah, her father was Hirsch Honig). 
Sara was murdered in the Holocaust. 




Three watchmaker Goldschmieds from Klasno 


There were 3 Goldschmied watchmakers, from Klasno (which had a very small Jewish population in the 1800s). They were very 
likely to have been brothers - dates of birth are a bit of a problem, because (Jewish) births were often registered a year or more 
later (in the civic records). They were very likely 1 st cousins of Baruch Hirsch.

In the early 1900s (before both world wars) they moved to Ratkova (and one family went to Revuca) in Slovakia, and very likely ran 
a family business together; making, selling and repairing watches and clocks.

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Abraham and Karoline Goldschmied and family 
Abraham was born in 1879, in Klasno. 

He moved to a beautiful part of Slovakia: Ratkova, where perhaps he met his wife, Karoline (who was born in Ratkova in 1882). 
There is a record of one son, Erwin; who was born in Ratkova in 1925. 

On 10 th June 1942, they were deported to Novaky.Nitra holding camp in Slovakia, and the next day, the 11 th of June 1942, they 
were all deported to Sobibor in Lublin (a horrific and long train journey) where they were murdered. (It is possible that the adults 
were sent to the forced labour camp/s there prior to death). The records simply state they were deported to an extermination camp. 
No date of death is given, so it is vague. 

There is a record of their son, Erwin: who was murdered at Majdanek Extermination Camp, Poland on 20 th September 1942. 


Jacob and Etela Goldschmied 
Jacob was born in 1877, in Klasno. 

He was married to Etela, who was born in the village of Brusnik (20 miles south of Tarnow), in 1874. 

They lived 

no death 


They moved to Slovakia (before WW1 it was part of the greater Austro-Hungarian Empire, and easy to move around), 
not very far from Ratkova, in Revuca. 

On 10 th June 1942, they were all deported to Sobibor, Lublin and either sent to forced labour camps and/or murdered; 
recorded. 



Samuel (Shmuel) and Rachel Goldschmied and family 
Samuel was born in 1879 in Wieliczka (likely Klasno). 

Samuel moved to Ratkova in Slovakia, with the other two brothers (or close family members). 

He married Rachel Drot (who was born on 8 th April 1880 in Nadvirna, Poland / Ukraine*), daughter of Beniamin Zeev 
(Simche/Sime) and Chana. The family nickname for Rachel was Linke (which means ‘line’ in Slovak; perhaps a gentle family joke 
regarding her appearance, manner or work) 

*Nadvirna once had a large Jewish population, whose recorded history in the city dates from at least 1765. The city is still 
known for its Hasidic dynasty and rabbinical families, many of whom now live in Israel. 

In 1880, a census showed that there were 6,552 people living in Nadvirna, of whom 4,182 (64%) were Jewish.

Samuel Goldschmied was murdered in 1941 (it is not known where exactly). 

Rachel Goldschmied was deported to Auschwitz (likely slave labour camp) and died there on 11 th June 1944. 
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Rachel’s birth entry; Nadvirna. She was born on 8 th April 1880 and her birth registered on 10 th .

Judita Goldschmied 

Judita was born in Ratkova on 6 th July 1908. 

She was murdered in Auschwitz on 11 th October 1942. 


Linka Goldschmied (‘Linka’ may have been originally named ‘Esther’ but perhaps assumed her mother’s family name as a 
memorial / honour - as she escaped to Palestine; an immigration record of her was found) 


Linka was born in 1910, in Ratkova. (on 19/09/39 she was aged 29) 





She survived, by taking an ‘illegal’ ship to Palestine in 1939 (arriving at Haifa on 19 th September 1939). The British tried to deport 
her. I read through the files, and she thankfully managed to remain there. (On the image which follows, note the line asking for the 
name of the Arab tribe, Sheikh etc!). The following description of Jewish hardships in the 1930s, may have prompted her to leave: 

‘...In the 1930s, anti-Semitic rioting and demonstrations broke out, incited by the Slovak People's Party. [c/tefonneedec/1 During 
the rioting, professional Jewish boxers and wrestlers took to the streets to defend their neighbourhoods from anti-Semitic 
gangs,... Some 5,000 Jews emigrated before the outbreak of World War II and several thousand afterwards (mostly to the 
British Mandate of Palestine), but most were killed in the Holocaust. After the Slovak Republic proclaimed its independence 
in March 1939 under the protection of Nazi Germany, the pro-Nazi regime of President Jozef Tiso, a Catholic priest, began a 
series of measures aimed against the Jews in the country, first excluding them from the military and government positions. 
The Hlinka Guard began to attack Jews, and the "Jewish Code" was passed in September 1941. Resembling the 
Nuremberg Laws, the Code required that Jews wear a yellow armband and were banned from intermarriage and many 
jobs...’ ( Wikipedia: https://en.wikipedia.org/wiki/History_of_the_Jews_in_Slovakia ) 


The ship that ‘Linka’ Goldschmied travelled on was the Noemijulia 

The ship departed from Sulina, Romania on 29 th August 1939, and arrived (Haifa) on 19 th September1939. 

There were: 1136 passengers. The voyage was organized by Betar (Stavsky) [Zionist group} 

The ship departed from Romania before the war began (it began a month later, in Poland), refugees were mostly from Poland or 
Czechoslovakia. The refugees came down the river Danube on 3 rd July in steamers Erszebet Kiralnye and Car Dusan. The ship 
was stopped by the British and boarded at sea, after passive resistance. The ship sailed into Haifa harbour, and the refugees were 
detained at Sarafand.

Olga Goldschmied 

Olga was bom in Ratkova in 1920. She was single. 

Olga was murdered in 1941. 

Karolina Miriam Goldschmied 
Karolina was born in Ratkova in 1922. 

Karolina was aged 19 when she was murdered. 

Abraham Meir Goldschmeid 

Abraham was born in Ratkova (approx.. 1925). He was a child of 15 at the time. 

Abraham Meir was murdered. 

Esther Goldschmied 

Esther (perhaps she had assumed the name, Linka for a short while after escaping? She survived the Holocaust and married a 
Mr Eisenberg. Esther used her name Esther’ and provided testimonies at Yad Vashem. She denoted that she is the daughter of 
Rachel Goldschmied (nee Drot), and is shown as living in Israel, so it is possibly the same person). 



Wolf and Itel Goldschmied and family 


Wolf Goldschmied was bom on 14 th March 1896, in Klasno / Wieliczka. 

He was a son of Baruch Goldschmied and Hinde Landsbeger. 

Wolf was a ‘master watchmaker’ (and a member of the guild of German watchmakers). 
He was married to Itel, who was also a watchmaker. They had three daughters.

Wolf and Itel, and their daughters had been living in Krakow for 9 years in an apartment with two rooms, a kitchen but no bathroom. 
I felt this to be unusually harsh for such a skilled craftsman, and it is related to the wider political and social conditions, especially 
for Jews. They moved from Germany during, or just after the Great Depression. ‘...When the Great Depression hit in 1929, it [anti- 
Semitism] surged again as Hitler and his Nazi party promoted a virulent strain...’ 

(https://en.wikipedia.org/wiki/History_of_the_Jews_in_Germany). Perhaps they had used all their savings to relocate. 

There is some handwritten text on the same form as Wolf and Itel’s daughters appear. Wolf wrote: ‘...I worked as a watchmaker in 
Mainz for 15 years. I have been working as a watchmaker in Krakow for 9 years [approx. 1931 I came to Krakow], I was a member 
of the Central Association of German Watchmakers. I own a [the related professional] document, dated 19 February 1925, issued 
by the Central Association of German Watchmakers. 

He lists his occupation as: conducts business from home, as an independent watchmaker. 

Profession: Master watchmaker. 

He showed the address of a workshop he used in Krakow. 


Itel Goldschmied (nee Gutfroind) 

Itel was born on 6 th November 1896, in Krakow. (Her mother’s name was Gitel). 
She was a watchmaker. 

Itel was murdered. 


Itel’s brother, Chaim Gutfroind, survived the Holocaust, and provided testimony at Yad Vashem.

Freidel was born on 8 th August 1922, in Mainz (Germany). 

She was a student, and single. 

Sabina Goldschmied 

Sabina was born on 15 th March 1925, in Mainz. 

Sabina was a school child, aged 15. 






Sabina was murdered. 


Chai’a (Khaia) Goldschmied 

Chai’a (which mean ‘life’ in Hebrew; the female version of Chaim) was 8 years old. 

She must have been staying with relatives, as she was not listed as living with her own family. 
She was murdered. 


Isaac Goldschmied 

Isaac was born on 20 th August, 1897 in Wieliczka. He had moved to Krakow in 1919. 

He was a brother of Wolf Goldschmied, and the son of Baruch Goldschmied and Hinde Landsbeger. 
He was married. 

They had at least one child, a daughter, Freydkia. 


Freydkia Goldschmied 

Freydkia was born on 9 th November 1929 in Krakow. 


The Pinkerfeld (or Pinkesfeld) family. 

Rachel Lea (nee Goldschmied), sister of Baruch Hirsch, married Chaim Baruch Pinkerfeld, from Jaroslaw. They had a family 
Jaroslaw. 


Estera (Esther) Pinkersfeld was one of their children. She married a son of Baruch Hirsch, Abraham (they were first cousins) and 
they lived in Podgorze (Krakow). 

In the Holocaust records, they write Chaim Baruch Pinkerfeld as their father, but not Rachel Lea as their mother. One has no 
mention of mother, the other has Pesia. So either these are relatives of Chaim Baruch Pinkerfeld (married to Rachel Lea) or 
perhaps he re-married, or perhaps Pesia was a family nickname (or other name) of Rachel Lea. Here are two children of Chaim 
Baruch Pinkerfeld (from Jaroslaw, Galica/Poland; where the husband of Rachel Lea, with the same names, was born). Children 
Isaac and Franciska. 

A son, Isaac Pinkerfeld , 

Isaac was born in 1885. He was single at the time of the Holocaust, and lived in Jaroslaw. He worked as a clerk. 

He was murdered (as the Testimony at Yad Vashem shows, submitted by Ya’akov, a nephew. No further details given. 

A daughter, Franciska (Pinkerfeld) Morenberq . 

She was born in 1880. She was a widow on the 1940 Jewish Census. She owned a cigarette shop in Jaroslaw. She was murdered. 
A nephew, Ya’akov testified to this. No further details provided. 

Two children of Franciska (nee Pinkerfeld) Morenberq 
Emil and Lola. 

Emil Morenberq . 

Emil was born in, and lived in Jaroslaw in 1900. He was single at the time of the Holocaust. He worked as a chemical engineer. 

He was murdered, as testified by Ya’akov Pinkerfeld (a relative). 

Lola (Morenberq) Probstein 

Lola was born in, and lived in 1904 in Jaroslaw. She was married (no details of her husband was found). She worked as a 
pharmacist. 

She was murdered, as testified by Ya’akov Pinkerfeld, a relative.

Moses and Cyla (Cilia) Schmerlowitz 
Moses Schmerlowitz 

(Moses was a 1 st cousin of Rachela Temerle) 

Moses was born on 2 nd February 1869, in Krakow. He was a goldsmith by profession. 

He was alive at the time of the census (1940), but no other records have been found. 

Moses originally married Lieba Golda Kronengold in 1898. (Lieba Golda was born in 1869). 

Moses re-married (and registered the marriage in a civic office in Nuerschau, Czechoslovakia on 31 st October 1915) They were 
likely already married (Jewish marriage), as all the children relate to this marriage. His second marriage was to Cyla Rachel (born 
1881, Tarnow). 

In November 1940, they were living in Krakow. They were then deported to the Krakow ghetto, where Moses was murdered.

Cyla Rachel (nee Nuchtern) Schmerlowitz 


Cyla was bom on 25 th December 1881 in Tarnow. 

Moses and Cyla, married, lived in Nuerschau for a while, their first son, Solomon was born there. They then moved to Krakow. 
Cyla was recorded as being in the Krakow ghetto, nothing further was found.

Salomon and Regina Schmerlowitz 
Salomon Schmerlowitz 

Salomon was bom on 18 th September 1915 in Nuerschau Czechoslovakia. 

Solomon was a printer. The records show that he was an embossing/punching/pressure expert. Another form shows he was also a 
skilled cutter (in the printing trade). 

He married Regina Hammer and they lived in Krakow. 

Salomon survived the Holocaust. 

On a (February) 1941 list, it shows that Solomon is without his wife, Regina (who may have been ‘taken away’) and he is now living 
with his parents and siblings at the same address (in the ghetto). (There are no children shown). 

Regina (nee Hammer) Schmerlowitz 

Regina Hammer was born in Krakow on 2 nd or 11 th September 1919. 

She was a seamstress. 

(It is uncertain whether Regina went with her husband into the ghetto) 

Regina survived the Holocaust. 


















Jehuda (Yehuda) Schmerlowitz 
Jehuda was born on 6 th September 1919. 
Jehuda was a master carpenter. 



Emestyna Schmerlowitz 

Ernestyna was born in 1922 in Krakow. 

She was a dressmaker’s assistant, and single in 1940. 

Ernystyna was recorded as being at Stutthof concentration camp, with other members of her family. 








Stutthof:It is estimated that between 63,000 and 65,000 prisoners of Stutthof concentration camp and its subcamps died as 
a result of murder, epidemics, extreme labour conditions, evacuations, and lack of medical help. Some 28,000 of them were 
Jews. 

It had a German armaments factory - slave labour (many workers died as a result of the poisonous dust - having to stuff 
material into bombs etc). It also had gas chamber & crematorium on site. 

Conditions in the camp were brutal. Many prisoners died in typhus epidemics that swept the camp in the winter of 1942 and 
again in 1944. Those whom the SS guards judged too weak or sick to work were gassed in the camp's small gas chamber 
Other inmates laboured in local brickyards, in private industrial enterprises, in agriculture, or in the camp's own workshops. 
In 1944, as forced labour by concentration camp prisoners became increasingly important in armaments production, a 
Focke-Wulf aircraft factory was constructed at Stutthof. Eventually, the Stutthof camp system became a vast network of 
forced-labour camps. The evacuation of prisoners from the Stutthof camp system in northern Poland began on 25 January 
1945. When the final evacuation began, there were nearly 50,000 prisoners, the majority of them Jews, in the Stutthof camp 
system. About 5,000 prisoners from Stutthof subcamps were marched to the Baltic Sea coast, forced into the water, and 
machine-gunned. The rest of the prisoners were marched in the direction of Lauenburg in eastern Germany. Cut off by 
advancing Soviet forces the Germans forced the surviving prisoners back to Stutthof. Marching in severe winter conditions 
and brutal treatment by SS guards led to thousands of deaths. 

In late April 1945, the remaining prisoners were removed from Stutthof by sea, since the camp was completely encircled by 
Soviet forces. Again, hundreds of prisoners were forced into the sea and shot. Over 4,000 were sent by small boat to 
Germany, some to the Neuengamme concentration camp near Hamburg, and some to camps along the Baltic coast. Many 
drowned along the way. 

Soviet forces liberated Stutthof on 9 May 1945, rescuing about 100 prisoners who had managed to hide during the final 
evacuation of the camp.

Hendel (Helena) Goldberg (nee Schmerlowitz 


(Hendel was a sister of Moses Schmerlowitz. Them father’s name was Shmariahu Schmerlowitz and her mother’s name 
was Nekka Reizel) 

Hendel Schmerlowitz was born in Krakow, on 29 th October 1873. 


Hendel had married Selig (Asher Selig, or Zelig) Goldberg (from Kolbuszowa, South-East Poland), in 1903, in Krakow. He was 
deceased by 1941 census. 


Hendel was a shirt (and related) maker (knitwear) 


At the time of the Holocaust, she was a widow

Hendel and Selig Goldberg had at least four children: 


• Ester Goldberg (born: January 1 st 1903) 

• Roza Goldberg (born: February 14 th 1905) 

• Salo Goldberg (born: February 14 th 1907). Salo may have been named Shmariahu (who survived), which became 
abbreviated. 

• Zygfryd Goldberg (Siegfrid Shalom) (born: December 3 rd 1909) 

There is record of a sibling, Galili Shmariahu Goldberg, who survived the Holocaust, He emigrated to Israel (calling himself Galili). 
Galili gave a testimony to Yad Vashem, regarding his brother, Zelig Asher’s circumstances). This man may be the ‘Salo’ listed 
above. 

Two records of the children were found: 

• Rosa Shoshana Wasch (nee Goldberg) 

• Siegfrid Shalom 


Rozia (Rosa / Rose) Wasch (nee Goldberg) 

Rosa was born on 14 th February 1905, in Krakow 
She was married to a Mr Wachs. 


Rosa Shoshana was murdered at Treblinka. 


Shalom (Siegfried) Goldberg 

Siegfried Goldberg was born in Krakow on 3 rd December 1909. 

He was single at the time of the Holocaust, and aged 33. 

Siegfried worked as a Treasurer/Clerk. 

It appears that Siegfried, together with his brother Salo (Shmariahu, later Galili Shmariahu) were in a place called Krzemieniec, 
Poland, a village in S-W Poland, not far from Krakow. Either they were there, or they had escaped to the USSR (Ukraine) - and 
another place with the same name, which was sometimes Poland, sometimes USSR (Ukraine). If it was the latter - which was 
initially Russian territory, very soon the Germans occupied the area, and murdered virtually everyone. Only 14 people survived. If it 
was the former, then it was another village in Poland, where Germans murdered Jews. Galili Shmariau may have been hiding and 
survived. 

Siegfrid (Shalom) was murdered in Silesia ‘upper Germany’. He died in Krzemieniec, Poland in 1943.
